Indications are that it will be a $3.00 and up item. More about this in our next issue. 
You can expect some startling reports.

We are now keeping records of all reports sent in by our read- 
crs and eventually make up a chart of these rare items and publish 
the current up to date figure. In other words our office could be the 
center point to receive these reports, rather than everyone in different 

arts of the country thinking they know by guessing how many of 
is or that is around. If you want to see an advance in numismatics 
d factual survey, let us know how many scarce, semi scarce and 
rare coins you have in your collection.

Joe Testa 
and Nick Salimbene of N. J. were the first to report the small date 
cent. As I mentioned before, collectors, don’t be scared off by auth- 
ors, specialists, authorities or long time dealers. With respect to the 
legitimate ones, you too can have a part in the history of numis- 
matics—don’t give up, “Seek and Ye Shall Find.” There is always 
room for another chapter or listing. As the Brooklyn Dodgers use 
to say, wait till next year. They finally became champs.

John Feather 
Robbed 


Three armed men forced their 
way into the John Feather home 
in Gary, Ind., February 21, bound 
Mrs. Feather and her guests and 


escaped with a coin collection 
valued at $5,000. 
Mrs. Feather, her sister and 


brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Al- 
len Sebahar, were tightly tied by 
the robbers. It took them two 
hours to free themselves and call 
police. 

Mrs. Feather said the robbery 
occurred after the second visit by 
men posing as coin collectors. 
They asked to see her husband 
who was at work. 

They asked for a pencil and 
paper when they returned. As 
she opened the door to hand the 
items to the men they shoved a 
revolver through the opening. 

Two entered the front door; 
the third man came in through 
the back of the house. They lo- 
cated the safe in the basement, 
stripped it of the coin collection, 
and bound the victims to a chair. 
They loaded the loot into a suit- 
case. 

The men were described as in 
their 30’s; one was in his late 
40’s. The youngest man wore a 
brown top coat; the oldest had 
a black top coat and the third a 
short gray coat wth a hunting 
cap, earmuffs and a white scarf.

Ancient Roman

to T. Aurelius Falvus Bdionius 
Arrius Antoninus, usually called 
Antoninus Pius. By contrast this

same year saw the birth of one} 


of the most disgraceful, cruel, 
bloodthirsty and licentious em- 
perors ever to soil the purple. 
Born in 161 A.D. was Commodus, 
son of the learned and honorable 
Marcus Aurelius. 


Lucius Aelius Aurelius Com- 
modus was emperor of Tome 
from 180 A.D. until his death by 
strangulation in 192 A.D. The 
benevolent representation oi 
Commodus on the _ medallion 
would seem to indicate that Rom« 
was most fortunate to have such 
a distinguished looking ruler to 
guide the policies of the Empire. 
Such was not the case. The por- 
trait would better fit the char- 
acter of the father. 


Commodus was the degenerate 
son of the most noble Marcus 
Aurelius. The ignominous Com- 
modus was interested in self- 
indulgence, not statesmanship. 
Although the many coins and 
medallions issued during his 
reign attest to his glory and good 
rule, he was an extravagant 
tyrant. 

Probably the most outstanding 
single characteristic of Commo- 
dus was his insane egotism. He 
renamed Rome and the Senate 
after his person and he called 
himself Hercules Romanus, The 
Roman Hercules. On many of 
his coins this infamous emperor 
assumes the lion-skin and weap- 
ons of the god, Hercules. 


In an attempt to prove his 
claim to the reincarnation of 
Hercuies, Commodus displayed 
his skill and shamed his position 
by fighting wild animals and 
gladiators in the common arena. 
Of course every precaution was 
taken to insure the safety of this 
worthless profligate while his ad- 
versaries were not so fortunate. 
His contests might be compared 
to the modern Spanish bull fight 
where the bull doesn’t have a 
chance. Historians agree that it 
would have been a good day for 
Rome if some unfortunate, help- 
less animal had repaid Commo- 
dus with a well-placed kick be- 
fore satisfying the blood-thirsty 
lust of this cruel ruler. 

The depravity of Commodus 


finally ended when he was stran-| 


gled while in a drunken stupor 
at the hands of a professional 
wrestler who was his athletic 
trainer. The assassin had been 
paid to do the deed by Marcia, a 
favorite concubine of Commodus, 
and by the praetorian prefect. 
All Rome rejoiced at his death 
and mobs displayed their pleas- 
ure by pulling down the many 
statues of Commodus which the

Steals Coins a 


Kenneth W. Rendell, 17, Med- 
ford, Mass., student, was back 
in the United States after he 
pleaded guilty to stealing coins 
worth more than $10,000 from 
two London, England, dealers. , 

After Rendell paid $86.80 in 
court costs, the U.S. consulate 
booked him a plane seat. 

‘I can’t say why I did it,” the 
youth told London police. “It 
just came to me.” He readily ad- 
mitted the thefts. 

He went to London with $1,000 
to buy coins, according to his at- 
torney. After selecting some to 
buy, he stole $8,942 worth of coins 
from one dealer, $459 from the 
same firm the next day, and 
$1,464 from a second dealer. 

According to Rendell’s lawyer, 
the young man has built up a 
coin dealership into a $75,000 to 
$80,000-a-year enterprise. He « 
started it as a hobby at the age 
of nine, and by the time he was 
12 he had expanded his collection 
enough to start a business.

AUCTION RESULTS 


A bid of $41,000 was received 
by auctioneer Abe Kosoff, En- 
cino, California, for the nickel, 
one of five, possibly six known 
specimens. This establishes the 
current value of the other five 
coins, according to observers. 

Dr. Conway Bolt regretfully 
parted with his 1913 nickel which 
is regarded as the Bolt Nickel 
owned by George Walton. One 
consolation, at least Dr. Bolt can 
say he had the privilege of hand- 
ling and owning one. 

Outstanding coins in the sale 
that changed hands and went to 
new owners were: 

The 1894-S dime for $13,500, 
purchased by Q. David Bowers, 
Bowers Coin Company, Bing- 
hamton, New York, and Coin 
World columnist. 

The 1804 dollar brought $29,- 
0CO from an undisclosed buyer 
who, it was reported, would have 
gone to $40,000. 

The unique pair of 1866 quar- 
ter and half dollar sold for $40,- 
000 to Sol Kaplan, Cincinnati, 
Ohio. Bidding for these coins 
was both separate and together. 
The quarter bid was $24,000, the 
half dollar $15,000, both of which 
were topped, however, by Kap- 
lan’s $40,000 bid for the pair. 

The 1876-CC twenty cent piece 
brought $6,900 against a $8,750 
bid. 

The 1879 stella with flowing 
hair brought $3,500. 

A Mormon half eagle of 1860 
sold for $1,450. 

The 1841 quarter eagle, a scarce 
coin, but in worn condition was 
sold at $600. 

Selling one’s collection, com- 
mented Hydeman later, “is like 
attending your own funeral. You 
dislike letting your collection go, 





but you meet wonderful people.” 

Edwin Hydeman insisted he is 
not leaving numismatics. “I think 
we'll start collecting half dol- 
lars,”’ he said. 

Auctioneer Kosoff expressed a 
little surprise at the prices of the 
rolls—down. The small cents 
went higher; two cent pieces 
were fair; three cent silver pieces 
caused surprise at the interest; 
three cent nickels were nice. 

Kosoff expressed a little disap- 
pointment in the prices of the 
gem coins in the sale. “They 
should have brought better,” he 
commented. 

Gold coins are establishing new 
basis for pricing, observed Kos- 
off. Liberty $2% are from $22 to 
$25; Indian $2% are $15. 

The base for all $3 gold has 
risen to absolute figure of $100, 
it was pointed out.

Since the Union City raid, 14 
men and women have been ar- 
rested by police and Secret Ser- 
vice agents for possession of the 
notes or for passing or trying to 
pass them, Wood said. Three 
principals were taken into custody 
in the raid and five persons were 
nabbed previously. 

Wood said that banks and mer- 
chants have been warned to be on 
the alert for the counterfeits. He 
said they are on the Federal Re-

" Redbook poll were very close. 
The majority of the people polled 
felt that this coin was not im- 
portant numismatically and that 
it's popularity would drop in the 
future.

This small difference in the re- 
sults helps to bring out my point 
that many dealers are worried 
about the future of the 1960-P 
small date. In fact many of the 
dealers I have spoken with said 
that they wished that the coin 
4 would not be listed.

” In the past month you have 
witnessed a jump in price of the 





1960 small date cents. This is due 


to the fear that these dealers | 


have about the price dropping on 
the 1960 cents. They have jacked 
up the price to a new high since 
the early days of this coin’s pop- 
ularity. Their object is to get 
these new high prices and the 
price they expect the Redbook 
will quote on an average that will 
maintain their wanted profits. 

I am pleased that this coin will 
appear in the new issue of the 
Redbook not because of its im- 
portance numismatically, of 
which there isn’t much, but be- 
cause of the collectors it will help. 
I would also like to say that 
while the Redbook should not be 
used as a strict standard it should 
be used as a guide. In short use 
the Redbook as an aid in giving 
you the approximate price of 
coins.

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‘An Open Letter 
to Mr. Yeoman’ 


(EDITOR: “GUIDE BOOK OF UNITED STATES COINS”) 


My dear Mr. Yeoman: 


Upon completion of reading the results from your recent survey 
in regards to the listing of the 1960 large and small date Lincoln 
cents in the forthcoming edition of the “Red Book”, I would like 
to state now, that the people which you had contacted were not 
given the true facts, which in my opinion would have resulted in a 
stronger yes vote for the above mentioned variety. I want to now 
present to the numismatic hobby the honest and true facts sur- 
rounding the discovery and eventual release of this much argued 
variety. 

Contrary to the belief that this cent variety was released by a 
few unscrupulous and or speculators to make a so called ‘“‘killing”’, 
I offer the following facts which can be substantiated by a great 
number of dealers throughout the country. This includes yourself 
as well as an editor of a western coin publication. I reter to a 
chance meeting at a large eastern coin convention at which you and 
the above mentioned editor were present. I recall that you two 
gentlemen were shown and told about this new variety and it was 
passed off as a minor, little believed, variety. Yes, a minor variety, 
contrary to the strong opinion expressed by Mr. Frank Spadone, 
editor of the “Coin Press’ Magazine, that this was a genuine die 
variety and as such was the first in the Lincoln series. Also ex- 
pressed by Mr. Spadone was his view that the collectors should hear 
about this new variety as soon as possible to enable them to check 
their Lincolns before they were passed off as a common issue and 
thereby suffer a loss through a monetary sense. I also remember 
this variety being shown to a well known authority who happened 
by and it took only a few seconds for this coin authority to check 
the two coins and he stated flatly that this was a die hub change 
and as such resulted in two distinct cents. When confronted with 
his view you passed off this verification with the following words, 
“well, it remains to the collectors if they will accept this as a worth- 
while variety’. Mr. Yeoman, I believe that this was answered by 
the collectors in the past year. 

I sincerely believe the following: If the variety was accepted 
by you and the editor present with you, more people would have 
known about the variety and would have resulted in a better dis- 
tribution of these cents throughout the country. At this same con- 
vention, the “Coin Press’ featured this variety as a front page| 
scoop to the hobby. In his May 12, 1960 issue the “Coin Press” re- | 
ceived hundreds of letters congratulating Mr. Spadone of his release | 
on this cent variety enabling them to check their remaining rolls | 
and thereby coming up up with several rolls where under normal | 
conditions these same rolls would have passed from their hands as | 
common issues. As the “Coin Press’ has a very strong eastern 
following, this simple fact speaks for itself. This is why the collec- 
tors in the east, as well as dealers, through the “Coin Press’ scoop, 
had the best opportunity to check, trade, or buy and accumulate 
this variety. The above simple reasoning disputes the mistaken idea 
that the ‘smart eastern boys” rigged up the whole idea on the Lin- 
coln cents to cash in. I guess that old saying is right, “tell a lie 
long enough, and people will believe it’. The truth is that you two 
gentlemen ignoring this variety and not letting the rest of the col- 
lectors in on the discovery, were guilty of what followed, you and 
the above editor. Sure the small date was in the hands of most 
eastern collectors and dealers, but this came about by knowledge 
and not by unscrupulous means as believed by many. Ask any “Coin 
Press” subscriber if this is not so.... that he was among the first 
to know about the small date, that he was the first to take advan- 
tage of this KNOWLEDGE. 


I would like to further elaborate the above statement when I 
referred to knowledge. In the early part of April a Mr. Joseph Testa 
from Kearny, N. J., came to the “Coin Press” office and showed Mr. 
Spadone two Lincoln cents, one with a small zero and one with a 
large zero. Upon checking out this variety, we discovered that the 
small zero was not limited to it alone but was a complete date var- 
iety. Once we had established this fact, we proceeded to further our 
proof of the small and large dates. We sent out about one hundred 
postal cards and letters to dealers throughout the country. We 
ordered rolls of Lincoln cents, both mints, from at least one dealer 
in every state in the Union. Checking out the rolls as they came in 
we also discovered that there was a third oddity, the medium date. 
This we passed off as a minor recut enlargement. However, Mr. 
Spadone thought that the collectors should know of this variety 
and proceeded to tell them in his very next issue following the re- 
lease of the small and large date. Sending out the cards and letters, 
‘ receiving answers to them, took up a considerable amount of time. 











By late April we were ready for the release of our discovery to the 
numismatic hobby. It appeared in the May issue, beating all of the 
other coin publications. The other coin journals did not print the 
story until after they were flooded with letters to please explain 
what was going on w:th the small date cents. Then, and only then, 
they came out with the story. But alas—it came too late to thei! 


ble to get in on the small dates and as such, the price went highe! 
and higher. At the time the “Coin Press” released the story, you 
could have bought a roll for around $35.00. Check the May issue of 
the “Coin Press” and see for yourself. What actually happened was 
that the west, southwest and southern part of the country did not 
know what was going on... . Exceptions were the readers of the 
“Coin Press’ and the dealers whom we had contacted in the survey 
of our own. 

Another fact is this—we had established a thirty to fifty dollars 
a roll for the small date on a radio interview with “Big Joe” on his 
radio program “Happiness Exchange” over WABC in New York 
City. This was followed by the “Newark Star Ledger” and the 
“Newark Evening News” printing about the discovery. What fol- 
lowed in other papers throughout the country month’s later was not 
our doing. I refer to the release of an article where the writer 
stated that the small date cent was worth eight dollars apiece. 


All we were doing was presenting to the numismatic hobby 
what we believed, and proved. The first Lincoln cent die variety in 
fifty-one years in the series. I believe we have succeeded in doing 
just that. The small date will be listed in the “Red Book”. This 
Mr. Frank Spadone predicted back in the month of May, 1960. 
Prophesying ? No. Common sense and good knowledge? Yes. As 
Mr. Spadone puts it, “Paid for advice is half heeded, given free, 
none.” It was all there FREE for the reading in May, 1960 issue of 
the “Coin Press” with photos. 

So there you are Mr. Yeoman and readers, you have been pre- 
sented with the true facts. True facts which I doubt people con- 
tacted by Mr. Yeoman knew, seventy-five percent who believed that 
the small date was released just to make money .. . Dear reader, 
you be the judge. Do you think this variety has a rightful resting 
place in Mr. Yeoman’s “Red Book”? Or do you think it just a farce 
to be buried in a tomb of forgetfulness? ? ?

One thing which bothers me, 
however, is the fact that many 
readers still refuse to believe in 
certain mint errors, such as 
small dates, “LIBIERTY” cents, 
bush cents, blob 9’s, and so on. 
These freaks actually do exist; 
this cannot be denied. Close ex- 
am.nation with a magnifying 
glass will show these errors to be 
quite obvious. At any rate, argu- 
ing with twelve million coin col- 
lectors who recognize these er- 
rors is not going to alter a single 
mistake. 

Collecting mint errors is not a 
new field of numismatics, but it 
has gained popularity lately, due 
to the mints’ recent surge of 
“LIBIERTY” cents, filled S's, 
small dates, double strikes, blob 
9’s and 6’s, bush cents, “missing 
muscle” quarters, and many 
others, some of which are yet to 
be found. Mint error collecting 
is an intriguing branch of num- 
ismatics and I believe it will re- 
main so for years to come.
